There is‘ono phase of this proposed change that disturbs 
me just a little. That is tho matter dealing with tho 
curricula of public schools and colleges, and the carrying 
out of recommendations on’ the introduction of courses and 
the improvement of instruction.

In like mamer, 
represontatives of other appropriate divisions of tho 
Dopartment would be chosen for.other Committees. On the 
Committee on Cooperatives, it should be a representative 
from the Cooperative Research and Service Division of the 
Farm Credit Administration. I think representation of thi 
kind would place people from the Department and from TVA . 
in a better position to assist with the work of this 
Vonference. I think it would facilitate the work and con~ 
tribute to a clarification of relationships.

VII. Other business 


Coopers Is there any other business to be ee before the Con- 
ference at this time? : 


Schaub? I would like to ask this: Wheat ic the status and what 
should bo our policy with regard to the organization of soil 
conservation districts in the Tennessee Valley Region? 
Pressure is going to bo brought to bear to organize soil 
conservation districts, and I would like to mow how many 
Valley States now have such districts. 


Boatman: So far as soil conservation districts are concerned, that is 
entirely a State affair, The State Soil Conservation Com-= 
mittee is appointed by the. Governor. The Advisery Committec, 
appointed by the Secretary, formulates the program; but it 
has no authority to create soil conservation districts. 


Brehm: In answer to Doan Schaub's question: This matter was brought 
to the attention of the Correlating Comittee two years aro. 
Inevitably, now the Correlating Committee is golng to have to 
submit to the States a procedure whereby districts can be 
set up with the cooperation of TVA. The time has come when 
representatives of TVA and the Land~Grant Colleges are going 
to have to sit down with the Soil Conservation Service and 
reach some sort of understanding. 


Boatman: District development throughout the country has attracted 
considerdyle interest on the part of Congress. Some day 
congressmen whose districts are in the Valloy ares are voing 
to realize thet there are no soil consérvation districts 
there.

On December 1, 19, the Board of Direstors of TVA issued an Interim Keper’ 

satitled "Iineral Fertilizers and the Nation's Security." A cepy of this report 
was mailed to the members of the Conference on December 11, and you were invited 
to comment on ite I understand that some members of the Conferenca have done 0. 


In February 1915, Secretary Wickard issued a statement prepared by a Dopart- 
mental Committee on National Fertilizer end Lime Policy entitled " A Netimal 
Policy for Fertilizers and Liming Materials." 


As most of you know, a camaittee appointed by the National Plamning Association 
is in process of preparing a report om national post-war fertilizer policy. 
Although this report has not been released, a digest of ite main provisions 

for she information of the Uonference has been prepared on the basis of ths 
final draft of the report. This digest, together with a similar digest of the 
roperts made by TVA and the U. Se Department of Agriculture and the iar Pood 
Administration, has been prepared. Fer convenience in comparing tho three 
reports, these digests have been arranged so as to show the position taken in 
each report with respect to major topics coverg A copy of these digests has 
been mailed to the members of the Conference. 


7. Conference of TVA officials with Secretary of Agriculturs

It need hardly be 
pointed out that the adjustment problems of the returning farmer veteran are 
in mony respects similar to these of farm femilies that wore required to 

move from the Douglas, Cheroked, and other reservoir arsase In both instances, 
the dislocation was a result of the national emergency, and in both cases, 

en accustomed way of life was quite thoroughly disturbed. Thie analogy ssems 
to suggest that our ten years of experience in assisting reserveir farmers 

in relocating and readjusting their form enterprises, might woll be adapted 

to the problem of veteran readjustment. 


In addition, of course, it seems obvious that the test-denonstratio expcre 
fenses throughout the Valley are ideally suited to boceme the mucleus of en 
educational program designed to aid returning farmer veterans. The fact 
that the test-demonstration program emphasizes community orgenization and 
planning and represents leeal group-action means of course, that the 
veteran would be dealing with his own neighbors and friends. In addition, 
tho fact that the test~-demonstration farms are representative of the various 
factors and conditions in tho commmnities where they are found; the fact 
that they are testing and demonstrating improved farming system on a whole 
form basis; and the fast that they incorporate the readjusted pattern of 
farming, which we hops to see established in the Valley, should make thom 
tho best teaching devices availables

“fo PROGRESS REPORT 


At the meoting of the Comnittee on Research in Atlanta, Georgia, on Fob 
ruary 20, the following subjects were digcugsed and plans were made for 
carrying out work relative to the various fields of investigation. 


1. Research on phosphorus 


&e Tho Correlator for the Committee on Research was instructed to sum- 
marize tho data which have been obtained on testing the various TVA 
phosphates since the.initiation of tho cooperative program, about 
ten years agoe These results are to be critically reviewed and ana- 
lyzed and brought before the Committee at its next mecting in 
October. On the basis of this analysis, recommendations will thon 
be made regarding further work that should be initiated in order to 
establish the relative efficiency of the TVA phosphates. In addition, 
where the results show that the relative efficiency of a given phos- 
phate has been definitely established, recommendations will be made 
that experiments which involve testing this particular material be 
discontinued. 


bo The Correlator was asked to visit the sevoral experiment stations in the 
Valley States and secure from the staff a summary of the phosphates 
research work which has been conducted in the past. Those results aro 
to be summarized for the Valley and evaluated so that the Committee may 
have a basis upon which to reccmmond initiation of fundamental research 
projects involving phosphorus which appoar to be needed in this region. 
It is recognized that considsrable work on phosphorus hag been done in 
ell of the experiment stations, end that it would be very helpful if we 
had the fieid surveyed so that a better picture of the phosphate problen 
could be obtained from the regional point of view. 


@o Research on nitrogen 


a> A report on the results which were obtained in the Valley States in rahi} 
on the use of aqua ammonia as a fertilizer has boon prepared for distri- 
bution by the committees which was set up at a conference held November 5, 
193, at Wilson Dam to coordinate the research in this particular field. 
it is recommended that the various States continus the work on aqua 
amnonia as they see fit during this year. Tho Committees will give 
special attention to developments which have been made in this phase 
of research at its next moetinge 
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A. comprehensive project is boing carried ont ir 


1 Miasiasipns on the use o 
achydrous ammonia frou the stemdpoint of its regional application. fhe 
engineoring, agronomic, end chemical phases of this investigation are 


being carefully studied. The work has not besn under way long enough 
for a report to be made at present. Towever, plans have been made for 
experiments this year and the work should progrees eufficiently by next 
fall so that it can be evaluated. 


3. Cooperative studies of forest fertilization 
with ammonium nitrate 


A project submitted to the Correlating Committeo by the TVA Department of 
Forestry lelations involving the uso of ammoniun nitrate as a fertilizer for 
forest trees, was referred to the Committes on Research for recommendations. 
The Committee recamended that this investigation be initiated in States 
which were interested in carrying on the work. It wos suggested that any 
work with ammonium nitrate should include applications of potash and phos« 
phorus in order to make sure that these clements were not limiting factorg. 
The mmber of experiments should not be large, and the experimental design 
should be determined in the States by agronomists end foresters working 
together. Care should be exercised in setting up the experiment to make sur 
that significant variations in forests and soil couditions are represonsed 
so that tho work in the several States may serve ag replications. 


he Studies in the chemical and physical preperties of soils 


A systematic study of the physical and chemical proporties of solis in the 
Valley was recommended, Tho proposed project will involve the determination 
of cortein significant chemioal and physical characteristics of the soil, 
such ag pi, base exchango capacity, exchangeable ions, organic matter, ote. 


It is recommended, subject to concurrence of TVA, that the project be initias 


in North Carolina, and that methods of procedure be worked out so that the 
study may have regional significance. Work of this type should be initiated 
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other States as conditions permit. It is thougnt thas these etudies will have 
particular significance as a supploment to data obtained from the soil survoye 


5, LandeGrent Colleges’ estimates of fortilizer needs 
fer the Termessee Valley Region 


States estimates of the fertilizer needs of the region. The estimates which 
worse reported at the Knoxville mesting of the Valloy-States Conferenos in 
April 1¢l, were not developed on a common basis in the different States. 
Thorefore, it was felt that these estimates should bs revised in such 4 way 
that the fipures would represent common assumptions by the different Stated.

Por several years the Authority hae felt that the farmers of the Valley should 
become familiar with the facilities developed by the TVA for effecting its 
statutory obligation of egricultural development and watershed protection. 
This has been especially significant with regard to the lluscle Shoale experi- 
mental fertilizer plants It is the Authority's considered judgment that 
farmers should view this plent in a sizdlar way thet they do their state 
agricultural exporiment station-~that it is a facility belonging to them, 

end that the more intimately they are acquainted with its potentialities, 

the more effeative service it may render to thems 


the relatively small reserves of phosphate in Tomesscs ami the rapidity with 
‘which these reserves are boing oxhausteds; the expanded facilities for produc 
tion of phosphatic fertilizer by TVA, occasioned by wars the wide gap betwoon 
needs of the land for phosphate and the present use pattern as evidenced by 
studies of the expsriment stations in the Valley states and the farmers’ am 
experiences atemming from ten years of testing and demonstrating the effostive- 
ness of phosphate on practical farms; the interest of national faru 
organizations in a national fertilizer policy; all combine to intensify the 
problems facing TVA in regard to hay it can most effectively use the products 
of the Muscle Shoals plent when these products are no lenger needed for 
munitions. 


Faced with thass problems, the Authority determined to call together at 
“Mugele Shoalea representative farmers and extension workers from every county 
in the Valley=-approximately 124 farmers, and a like number of extension 
workers, Arrangements wore made through the several State extension serwi oss 
for one representative test-demonstration farmer to be selected by the apmrc 
priate farmer organization to represent his county at the liuscle Shoals 
conference. Alnost imnediately after theso plans had been made and most of 
the farmer representatives selected, OOT announced a ruling which made it 
practically impossible to hold mostings of a convention neture with an atten 
dance in oxcess of 50 people. It was the considered opinion of the Authority 
that the need for this farmer-extension mecting was sufficiently urgent to 
break it up inte six groups of 50 or less in order to conform to OV reguiatic 
The first. of these meetings consiated of a small representation from each State 
the other five groups representing major soil types and type of farming areac.

Ao FROGRESS REPORT 
(For the discussion of this section of the report, soe text po 22) 


The Committee reviewed and discussed the situation generally in the Valley 
regarding cooperative development and activities as well as the relation~ 
ships of the Lend-Grant Colleges, TVA; and the Farm Credit Admini stration 
(panks for cooperatives) to Valley associations. Tho Committee also 
reviewed, discussed and accepted its responsibilities as charged to it by 
tho Valley-States Conference o 


In undertaking these responsibilities, the Committee recognizes that the 
Cooperatives have an important role in assisting farmers to mako maximum 
utilization of their resources and to materially improve their economic 
situation, and that the Land-Grent Colleges have a definite responsibilivy 
to assist Cooperatives with research and education which will contribute 
to their development and effectiveness in serving farmers. 


In view of this recognition, the Comittee is developing plans whereby 
proposals for research will be submitted to the Committeo on Research. 

Such proposals as are approved by the Research Committee, together with 
plans for educational programs relating to cooperative organization develop~ 
ment, will be submitted to the Correlating Committee. Tho Comittee feels 
that such projects and programs should bs so directed as to bring about 
closer relationships between Cooperatives’ operations and the Valley program. 
More specifically the Committee feels that research should include studies 
of economic and other factors relating to the need of and opportimities for 
success of cooperative enterprises in tho Valley area involving cooperative 
production, processing and marketing of farm productes, cooperative pur= 
chasing of needed farm supplies and equipment, and the rendering of variscus

STEPS LEADING TOWARD THE FORMATION OF A ry ees Fie 
REGIONAL FILM FRODUCTION SERVICE =! 


Since its initiation, the Department of Agricultural Relations has used 
visval materials in its education progran 


In the first State organization motings and the initial county mostings » 
8" x 10" photographs of soil and water situations were employed to make 
people conscious of the problem involved in the Valley program; later these 
pictures were enlarged and mounted on 16" x 2h" cardboard panels. The 
demand for such visual material grew until ten sets of semo twonty-odd 
pictures were made and arranged for carrying end display in portable casos. 
They were extensively used over all the Valley Region by many speakers. 

One of these sets was colored for use by representatives of tho Depar tane nt 
of Agricultural Relations. From the original set of some 23 pictures wae 
made the first TVA picture book called "Soll, Thos Nation's Basic Heritage." 


As the demande for such teaching material grew and audiences became largey, 
pictures of that size were no longer effective so a program with the use of 
slides displaced the cardboard diaplay pictures, First tho slides were 
black and white, and later netural color effects wero created by hand tinting. 
At the present time they are nearly all taken in natural color kedachrome. 
The present library consists of somo 1400 unitse Many aspects of the work 
in a large porcent of the States have been photographed and made available 
for teaching purposes by members of County Agents' staffs, who were pro~ 
vided with or provided for themselves equipment to record their local 
situations e i 


After a few years a 16 mm motion picture camera was purchased by the 
department and used for taking color movies of events in comnestion with tho 
cooperative program between the land-grant solleges and the agricultural 
department of the Temessee Valley Authoritye After considerable experience 
was acquired in taking short segments in color of the farm procedures, an 
effort was made to get a color movie of the complete program from reports — 
mado at an annual mooting of northeast Georgia counties. This film was 
called "Building Land and People." A year or so later a [fississippi film 
was made called "Cows Must Eat," in particular emphasizing the growth of 
grasses and legumes in connection with the soil building and dairy feeding 
rro,rem for the State of Mississippi. 


Just before the war the first attempt was made by the agricultural depart- 
ment of the Authority to prepare a color-sound film based on the program 
in the State of Virginia. The film was finished and the black and white 
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if Prepared by Wo M. Landess, Departmont of Agricnitural Relations, TVA, 
April 19115. 


work copy, together with the ¥r ugh draft of the narration, was presented at 
an annual meting of the Southwest Virginia Association at Abingdon. Just 
as it was ready to bo forwarded to the studio for completion into a souné~ 
solor film, war restrictions wore placed on governmental film production. 
Under interpretation of thie order by those in TVA responsible for movie 
production, this oo hes remained incomplote. 


The visual program has taken hold faster in Georgie than in any other Stabs. 
Tho ecolleze there moved one of its men, who had becem® qualified througs 
activity in the field, to headquarters to organizo a visual material servic 
in the Department of Information. A campaign was put om through which some 
seventyeodd motion picture machines were purchased by the various countiese 
Practically every county was equipped with eee for showing 2" x 2" 
slides, and TVA personnel assisted in a series of training meetings held we 
better qualify extonsion workers in the telling of stories illustrated by 
3lidess.

Since no restrictions were placed on States in the use of film material, 
Georgie continued to expand its movie work and began to secure funds for 
sound=color pictures from various commercial concerne doing business in the 
Stete. Last year four sound films in coler were completed. Funds for this 
work came partly from commercial concerms, partly from the extension budget; 
and partly from meney provided by TVA for aaveacipetel work in connection with 


its cooperative programs 


A number of reprasentatives of several TVA departmonte attended the prom: 
of ono film at Ringgold, Georgia. It dealt in particular with the use of 
lime and phosphate end soil building programs and was entitled "The Living 
Rock." It attracted so meny favorable cole a thet a special showing te 
arranged for selected represéntatives of 211 TVA departments in Knoxvlils. 


Through the years various bulletins have been issued by the States report- 
ing on particular phases of tho test~-denonstration: program. ‘ost of thos 
have been books of pictures. Just recently the State of GOOr et Aes din socpera- 
tion with TVA, has issued an allekedachrome publication entitled "Growth." 
The editorial work waa done largely by a consulting writer provided by TVA. 
Out of the desire of a number of departments to modernise their visual 
materials by the moro extensive use of motion pictures in their departnent 
procrams, a coumittes was formed from interested departasuts. A represent. 
tive of co Training Divisioa heeds this committees. The Ccamittee has hela 
a number of mectings to explore tho problem of adequate fiim service for the 
Temnessce Valley. This committee has given special ccnsideration to the 
best methods of providing for the talking end distribution of films, fer 
cooperation between States in the Valley area to avoid duplication, and te 
provide a more adequate educational service for many phases of Valley

Out of these mectings has come a proposal fer ae Southern Regional Pilm 
Service which would be encawed by some fund for two or three yeara until its 
comercial services would enable, it to continue os an operating and seli« 
supportins unit. The attashedt/copy of the minutes of the last meeting tell 
of the reports which various TVA departments have submitted from a survey of 
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tho indicated use of such a service. Following these roports, the chairman 
of the committee contacted the Goneral Education Board and the Reckoefeller 
Foundation, both of Now York City. The proposal was well received by the 
Gonsral Education Board, which, it was agreed, was the proper agenoy to 
consider a grant for the establishment of such a service. At prosent tho 
proposal is waiting definite information which the General Education Board 
requires before considering en official allocation of funds. 


The Extension Committee of Deans and Directors of Valley Lend-Grant Insti-~ 
‘arsions has been informed of all developments leading toward the establichmont 
of this film service. It was first presented at the Birmingham meeting 

about a year ago by Director Brown of Georgia. Consideration for action 

was referred to the Committee on Extension in the last regular meting of 

the directors in Atlanta. The favorable reception by the Genoral Education 
Board was reported to the Extension Committee. The committee took favorable 
action, which was further ratified by the entire body when the educational 
committee's report was presented to them for consideration. ;
